The b reads were scored b y Miss 
Loretta Allen, county home demon­ 
stration agent out of Baird, and Mrs. 
Delma Boles, Fisher County home 
domonstration agent. 
Twelve loaves of home b aked b read 
were ex hib ted at the show. 
In addi 
tion to many ty pes of rolls, six Swed 
ish tea rings and three cakes were 
shown. 


If more rains come to the Hamlin 
regi n during the nex t several weeks, 
and frosts are late, good y ields of 
row crops are ex pected to b e harvest­ 
ed in this section, according to crop 
ob servers. 
Cotton and head grains 
already are showing great improve­ 
ment since the recent rains. 
While acreages in cotton are ma­ 
terially lower in the section than in 
many recent y ears, ginnings for Ham­ 
lin a re prophesied for 2,000 to 3,500 
ales. 
Normal ginnings in the past 
have totaled from 5,000 to 7,000 
b ales. 
Early cotton already is coming in 
at a good clip to local gins, and 
new fields are b eing entered daily 
b y workers. 
Quality of seed cott n 
is good, ginners state, and turn-out 
is fair. 
New crop of squares and b olls b e­ 
ing put on since the rains of last 
month-end and first of Septemb er 
will have plenty of time to mature 
with late frosts, growers and others 
declare. 
Another good rain or two 
during the nex t 30 to 60 day s will 
aid materially in production of the 
nearly -normal 
crop 
from 
reduced 
1946 acreage of the area. 
While it is 
piite early f ir any 
estimates to b e placed on the current 
cotton crop for Jones County , it is 
certain that the 42,608-b ales crop of 
1945 will n t nearly b e reached this 
y ear. 
In the first place, growing 
conditions have not b een nearly sc 
favorab le, and harvesting weather of 
last fall and winter were the finest 
in the memory of cotton growers. 
Too, as stated ab ove, the acreage this 
y ear is much under the 1945 acre­ 
age— prob ab ly 23 per cent. 
If a 
crop if 25,000 b ales is harvested, 
which now is not likely , growers and 
processors of cotton of the Hamlin 
section vrili b e mighty happy . 
' 
Much of the decrease in the cotton 
acreage from last y ear was put into 
comb ine maize in the Hamlin region. 
Same b ad growing conditions, con­ 
sisting of dry weather and hot winds, 
have sapped the maize crops 
the 
same as cotton. 
Shipments from 
Hamlin prob ab ly will not total more 
than one-fourth of the 197-car crop 
of maize shipped last season, ob ­ 
servers declared this week.

The dismal ou tlook for crop s in the Hamlin section 30 day s ago has 
p u t on a mu ch rosier hu e, althou gh becau se rains came so late in the 
growing season, harv ests are bou nd to be considerably short of p lanting 
season ex p ectations. 
On the heels of a last-minu te rally of wheat from an almost comp lete 
failu re, the rev italized cotton and head grain crop s may tu rn ou t as su rp ris­ 
ing to growers of the region. 
This crop season seems destined to featu re 
the “ru ntiest” stalks in the history of West Tex as crop s. 
Fair wheat y ields 
were made from stalks that ranged from eight to 15 inches in height. 
Av erage height of cotton stalks will no dou bt be fou r to 10 inches shorter 
this y ear than u su al. 
Maize and other head grain stalks that hav e seen 
the sickle already hav e nearly made combines “get down on their knees” 
to reach the little stu ff. 
Bu t let u s be ap p reciativ e to an all-wise Crop Maker u p stairs for the 
harv ests Jones Cou nty will hav e. 
Practically all of u s hav e seen mu ch 
worse crop s. 
Let’s not be chronic bemoaners of the short crop s this y ear, 
bu t be sp u rred to greater p rodu ction by faith in a beckoning fu tu re. 


HAMLIN PEOPLE WANT BETTER PLANTS 


Recent ap p earances of members of the Hamlin City Cou ncil before 
civ ic grou p s of the town and conv ersations of the officials in p riv ate with 
the citizenship concerning needed ex p ansion of the water and sewer facili­ 
ties for the p resent and fu tu re of Hamlin shou ld hav e rev ealed to the 
aldermen that p ractically all citizens are ready to back ^them u p in any 
imp rov ement they deem necessary . 
These cou ncilmen hav e said in effect that they are anx iou s to begin 
p lanning for any additions and ex p ansion to the p resent sy stems which 
the citizenship wants and will help to p ay for. 
As The Herald sees the matter, it is not a q u estion of ou r needs, bu t 
one of decision whether the town wili mov e forward cr backward now 
and in the y ears ahead. 
As ou tlined in this u nworthy p u blication sev eral 
times, the ou tmoded sewer disp osal p lant, bu ilt in 1922, cannot adeq u ately 
serv e a city that has more than dou bled is intended connection cap acity . 
Inadeq u ate water filtering and p u mp ing eq u ip ment at the city waterworks 
p lant likewise cannot p rov ide amp le serv ice for p resent p atrons of the 
city water dep artment, to say nothing of fu rther growth of ou r city . 
Mr. May or and Cou ncilmen, we believ e y ou hav e the backing of a 
citizenship that is ap p reciativ e of y ou r civ ic serv ice in any reasonable 
p rogram destined to help ou r city grow\

Bu y ers of u sed cars in the Hamlin area were warned Thu rsday t 
secu re from the seller accep table p roof of ownership as the State Highway 
Dep artment moov e dt ward wip ing ou t traffic in stolen and mortgaged 
motor v ehicles in Tex as. 
“Jones Cou nty tax collector has now receiv ed instru ctions t hold the 
line in req u iring p roof of ownership on all ap p lications for v ehicle titles,” 
E. J. Amey , director of motor v ehicle registration, annou nced. 
“Ap p lica- 
ti ns for Tex as titles are made throu gh local tax collectors u nder the 
p resent law. 
Prop erly assigned certificates of title from any of the 30 
states hav ing a title law similar to Tex as is the best ev idence of owner­ 
ship . 
The p u rchaser shou ld insist u p on receiv ing a release of any lien 
recorded on a Tex as title or a title issu ed by any other state,” Amey stated. 
Ou tlining minimu m accep table ownership p roof of v ehicle' brou ght 
in: 
Tex as from any of the 17 non-title states, which inclu des Lou i-iana, 
Amey annou nced, “ We will accep t a 194 5 license receip t from Lou isiana 
or other non-title state and the cu rrent receip t if both are in the name 
of the p erson ap p ly ing for the Tex as tile. 
Bills of sale showing all changes 
in ownership mu st su p p lement su ch 194 5 license receip t if ap p licant for a 
Tex as title is not the same p erson in whose name the receip t is issu ed,” he 
added. 
Strict enforcement of ‘he Tex as title law was endorsed at a recent 
meeting of car dealers, enforcement officers, tax collectors and rep resenta­ 
tiv es of finance and insu rance comp anies. 
The meeting had been called 
to determine if p resent req u irements for title were meeting with the 
ap p rov al of all concerned. 
“ Nu merou s stolen and mortgaged cars bearing license p lates from non­ 
title states hav e been sold in Tex as,” Amey stated. 
“ Pu rchasers of su ch 
v ehicles are u nable to obtain v alid titles in Tex as and the v ehicles are 
su bject to seizu re by their lawfu l owners.” 
The National Au tomobile Theft Bu reau has estimated that the cu rrent 
:eq u irements of the highway dep artment hav e redu ced sales of stolen cars 
in Tex as by half.

The danger of mass starv ation and conseq u ent rev olu tion is largely | 
p ast. 
There may be enou gh demand for ou r food su rp lu ses to av oid p rice | 
dep ression here, bu t this demand shou ld not keep the American dinner table) 
from being generou sly su p p lied. 
Eu rop e’s food imp orts for the y ear ahead j 
are ex p ected to be no more than in a normal p re-war y ear and may be j 
less. 
France has good crop s and can easily ge; additional food from her j 
c.lonies. 
Tu rkey is p rep aring to ex p ort grain. 
Ru ssia has not annou nced j 
her crop figu res, bu t is seeking foreign bids on large amou nts of grain. 
In time, mu ch gain shou ld come from the sy stem of world crop re- j 
p orting now bein^ set u p by the Food and Agricu ltu re Organizat on. 
This ! 
will p rov ide a handy inv entory of su p p lies and shou ld facilitate the ship -: 
p ing of food to areas which are short beforehthe need becomes acu te. 
At ! 
p resent there s some confu sion becau se -ome cou ntries rep ort in q u intals! 
instead of bu shels and hectares instead of acres and lu mp together their 
figu res 
f v ariou s meat animals; bu t these difficu lties can 
e ov ercome. 
The FAO rep orts shou ld bring better forecasting of p rice trend- and thu * 
shou ld hav e a stabilizing effect on world f >od markets. 
Meanwhile the 
lessening of foreign demands for food from the United States shou ld be a 
factor in combatting p iu ce inflation here.— The Dallas Morning News.
